WH more efpecially in a certain City 
upon the Thames Side and it’s Li- 
S berties. Thefe, indeed, have long 
laboured under very odd Imputations, which, in fome 
Meafure, affected likewife the neighbouring County, as if 
the fame Regard was not had to the filling up the Com- 
miifion there as in the Out Counties, where Commoners of 
the firft Rank are generally appointed Juftices of the Peace ; 
who, if not ever-gualify'd in Law for putting Juftice in 
Execution, were however well qualify’d in Point of Eitates. 
Some Authors mention a Reafon, by way of Apology, for 
the former Magiftracics of this courtly Part of the Nation 
above-mentioned ; as if their Infufficiency did not arife from 
any Negleét of the Government, but from a particular Pxi- 
vilege derived from an ancient Cuftom which prevailed 
among the Inhabitants, touching the difqualifying of every 
Perfon of Eitate and Knowledge iu ihe Law, fivin the 
Honour of their Magiftracy, in Favour of P/acemen and 
Penfoners, having no vifible Eftate or Being of their own. 





Hence has the long Bench in the High St*w*rd’s Court- 
Houfe, under the Cloifters, been formerly dignify’d with 
Ofice-Clerks, Half-pay Lieutenants at Land and Sea, broken 
Gentlemen, and other able Ubiquitarians of the before-men- 
tioned Denomination, who had all paft thro’ their Tefli- 
monials of Jncapacity, previous to their Admiffion, except 
the Deputy Steward, who was always the leading J*fi*ce, 
and therefore allowed to take in a Quantum fuficit of Law 
for the Benefit of the whole B*ch ; for which there was an 
Ixhibition eftablifhed of Three Marks a Year, and a Trien- 
tial Prefent of Three Nob/es more (or rather a ‘Facoubus ) 
to lay out in a black Robe, long Band, and white Peruie, 
appear in on public Occafions at Court, with Liberty to 
acept of the Honour of Knighthood on prefenting the 
rt Addrefs after a bad Peace, accountable however for the 
Overplus to the High Bailiff, or his fufficient Deputy.

One Stevens a Smuggler, being taken as he was 
ittcmpting to go to France, and carrred before a Perfon of 
Quality, he threw himfelf upon his Knees, greatly terri- 
fied, and begged his Interceffion ; upon which being requir’d 
to make a particular Confeffiou of his Guilt, he owned the 
Murder of Gally, and faid, that they caft Lots who fhould 
kill him, and that the Lot falling on him, he complied, 
for fear of being killed himfelf ; accordingly, by Order, 
he thruft a Fork firft into one Eye then into the other of 
the Deceafed’s Eyes; the lait came out and dropt on his 
Cheek, yet he earneitly entreated them to {pare his Life ; 
on which they afked, What fignifies Life, fince he was al- 
ready blinded he could no longer get his living as an In- 
former ? After many other malicious Scoffi, they ordered 
his Nofe to be cut off, then his Privy Parts, after an Inter- 
val to prolong his Mifery; and thus by flow Degrees took 
away his Life. ‘The Nobleman, aftonifhed at this Relation, 
ordered him out of his Sight. This Wretch who is no 
more than Twenty two, is now in Horfham Gaol. And 
on the 19th Elizabeth Payne, who kept the Inn at Row- 
land’s Cattle, and her two Sons, Men grown, were com- 
mitted to Wincheiter Jaill as Accamplices in thio cruel 
Murder.” 

Next Week Mr. Juftice Birch, Mr. Juftice Fofter, and 
Mr. Baron Clive, will fet out with a fpecial Commiffion 
for Chichefter, in order to try the Smugglers which have 
been committed to that Jail for Murder, &c. 

And we hear that they are to have the Bifhop’s Palace 
there for their Refidence.
